Poland agrees to negotiate 
union reforms with strikers 


GDANSK. — Government 
negotiators, In a fresh concession to 
Poland’s strikers, agreed last night 
to discuss trade union reforms 
beyond those they have already 
offered, spokesmen for the joint 
strike committee said. 

It was claimed that the govern- 
ment had promised to recognize the 
right to strike. This is the first time 
an East European government had 
raised such a possibility. 

Earlier the committee, which 
represents nearly 190,000 workers 
from about 400 factories In the 
Gdansk region, had rejected as in- 
sufficient party leader Edward 
Gterek’s offer of free trade union 
elections. The spokesmen said they 
wanted a totally independent union 
system.

WASHINGTON. - President Jim- 
my Carter yesterday succeeded in 
convincing several of his American 
Jewish supporters that last week's 
U.S. abstention on an anti-Israel 
vote at the UN did not represent a 
weakening of U.S. support for 
Israel. 

Sources present during the 
meeting said that the president had 
strongly and emotionally pledged 
his support for Israel “forever.” 

In explaining the rationale behind 
the U.S. abstention, the sources 
continued. Carter pointed to the 
Geula Cohen bill on Jerusalem. 
Carter said he had bad repeated 
assurances from various Israeli 
leaders. Including Interior Minister 
Yosef Burg, that the measure 
would never emerge from Knesset 
committee. 

| On the basis of those assurances, 
the president had informed Egyp- 
tian President Anwar Sadat that 
the Jerusalem Law would remain 
in committee. Sadat subsequently 
agreed to renew the autonomy 
negotiations. 

But when the bill was eventually 
passed by the Knesset, with the ac- 
tive support of the Begin govern- 
ment. Carter and Ms senior ad- 
visers felt betrayed. They were em- 
barrassed before the Egyptians, 
Carter is said to have told the 
Jewish group yesterday. 

The president is said to have 
feared that a U.S. veto of the resolu- 


tion — rather than an abstention — 
would have so angered Sadat, the 
West Europeans and the 
"moderate” Arab states, that the 
entire U.S.-sponsored Camp David 
peace process might have been 
torpedoed. 

National Security Adviser 
Zbigniew Brzeriruky. addressing 

the Jews before the president 
entered the Roosevelt Room, also 
described how the U.S. had been 
“In a box” in deciding how to vote. 

As it was, both Vice-President 
Walter Mondale and special U.S.

French navy, riot police 
drench Le Havre blockade

In a public statement apparently 
drafted by tbe prime minister 
himself, Israel yesterday took issue 
with the U.S. State Department 
spokesman for "mistakenly 
denying” part of last Sunday's 
Israel cabinet communique. 

Bat the U.S. embassy In Tel Aviv 
maintained in response that the 
Israeli statement was itself mis- 
taken, and apparently based on an 
incomplete reading of the State 
Department spokesman's remarks. 

The Israeli statement was issued 
in the name of the Foreign Ministry 
spokesman. But observers were un- 
animous in detecting Premier 
Menahem Begin’s unmistakable 
stylistic marking far it. 

It said: "The State Department 
spokesman denied the sentence In 
the Israel cabinet communique of 
August 24 to the effect that '...There 
are clear pledges in the U.S. to 
transfer the American embassy 
from the Plain to Jerusalem.’ 

“The official denial is mistaken. 
The State Department spokesman 
declared that no such pledges were 
given by the U.S, As every reader 
will note, the cabinet of Israel 
stated that the ‘clear pledges* were 
-given not by tbe U.S. but in the 
U.8."* 

The statement goes on to cite 
from the Democratic Party’s plat- 
forms of 1970 and 1980 which 


recognized and supported “the es- 
tablished status of Jerusalem as the 
capital of Israel...as a symbol of 
this stand, the U.S. embassy should 
be moved from Tel Aviv to 
Jerusalem.” 

‘‘Have there not been clear 
pledges in the U.S. to transfer the 
American embassy from the Plain 
to Jerusalm?” the Israeli state- , 
ment asked. “The answer lies in the ! 
question." 

But U.S. embassy press officer i 
,David Hitchcock said a close 
• jading of the State Department 
spokesman’s remarks shows clear- 
ly that he was not referring to the 
Israel cabinet communique at all — 
hut was referrring specifically to 
several questions on whether the 
U.S. government had pledged to 
move the embassy or had discussed 
the matter with Israel. 

Spokesman David Passage told 
the newsmen he had "no 
knowledge" of such promisee or 
talks by the U.S. government. 

The spokesman, said Hitchcock, 
was not dealing with political party 
platforms — but specifically with 
questions relating to American 
government policies and actions. 

U.S. sources here in Israel seem- 
ed peeved at the Israeli statement, 
They appeared to find It deliberate- 
ly belligerent, “as though," said 
one U.S. aide, “there aren't enough 
real problems without the need to 
generate unreal ones.”

Israel reacted with "deep 
sorrow and sadness” yesterday 
to Holland's decision to move 
Its embassy from Jerusalem to 
Tel Aviv. 

An official statement Issued by 
the Foreign Ministry and drafted at 
the highest level cited the special 
friendship between Holland and 
Israel, especially the efforts of 
many Dutch people to save Jews 
during World War XL 
The Israeli statement also 
offered “sympathy for the govern- 
ment and people of the Netherlands 
who have bowed to unwarranted in- 
terference in their relationship with 
Israel," a reference to pressure 
from Arab states. 

Two other countries, El Salvador 
and Haiti, yesterday announced 
decisions to move their embassies 
from Jerusalem. Out of the IS em- 
bassies In Jerusalem before the 
passage of the Jerusalem Law, 
seven have now announced their In- 
tention of leaving. Costa Rica an- 
nounced yesterday that It would 
decide within 24 hours whether to 
move Its embassy. 

The Dutch government’s state- 
ment said it had decided to move Its 
embassy because of its * ‘consistent 
policy" of carrying out UN Security 
Council recommendations and "on 
grounds of relevant political fac- 
tors. 

“The government Is aware that 
this decision will bring about 
emotions in the Netherlands and 
Israel, given the special 
relationship between Holland and 
Israel ,“ the statement said. 

But the government wanted to 
"maintain the close ties of 
friendship with Israel, as has been 
the case since the State of Israel 
was established.” 

The statement said "the right of 
Israel to live and work within safe 
and recognized borders remains a 
substantial element of Dutch 
foreign policy — that ia aimed at a 
lasting peace in the Middle East." 

But it also declared' that the 
Israeli annexation of East 
Jerusalem meant "a unilateral 
change of the status ot the city and 
creates an obstacle on the path to 
the desired and necessary settle- 


ment of the Xsraell-Arab conflict." 

The Cabinet decision to relocate 
the embassy came just five weeks 
after Foreign Minister Christoph 
van der Kla&uw said “the embassy 
stays In Jerusalem.” 

But after passage of the 
Jerusalem law, Arab and Islamic 
countries Immediately Issued 
strong demands to Holland and 
Latin American countries to move 
their embassies out of West 
Jerusalem, The Arabs said that to 
remain would amount to political 
recognition of Israel’s annexation 
of toe eastern section. The UN 
Security Council subsequently con- 
firmed this view, with only the U.S. 
abstaining on the Issue. 

The Dutch decision bad been ex- 
pected. Nevertheless, its announce- 
ment sent shock waves through 
Jerusalem government circles, 
much more so than toe decisions of 
toe more remote Latin American 
countries. It was a stark reminder 
of Israel’s deepening international 
isolation. 

The Israeii statement referred to 
relations between the two countries 
“based on solid foundations of 
mutual respect and deep 
rriendsMp. The people of Israel will 
never forget the efforts made by in- 
numerable Dutch women and men 
to save their fellow Jewish citizens 
during the years of Nazi oc- 
cupation... 

“Israel is convinced that yielding 
to such pressures Is a grave mis- 
take, as many countries have learn- 
ed to their cost In the past.” 

Holland Is expected to retain Its 
consulate-general in Jerusalem 
after the embassy moves to Tel 
Aviv. Tbe consulate-general was 
one of 10 that existed in Jerusalem 
before the State of Israel was es- 
tablished and that have maintained 
their aeparate existence, ac- 
credited not to the Foreign Ministry 
of Israel but to the Interior 
Ministry's district officer. 

Since 1932. when the Dutch em- 
bassy was set up. the ambassador 
has filled the dual role- of am- 
bassador to Israel end consul* 
general to Jerusalem. With the 
departure of toe embassy to Tel 
Aviv, the functions will have to be 
split up. 


Where are they moving to in Tel Aviv? 


PARIS (Reuter). — The French 
navy with water cannon, and riot 
police with tear-gas,, yesterday 
moved in to break the fishermen’s 
blockade of toe country's second 
largest oil port on the eve of a 
cabinet meeting aimed at resolving 
the dispute. 

They acted more than 24 hours 
after fishermen blockaded the 
Channel oil port of Le Havre- 
Antif er for the flrst time In the two- 
week dispute. 

The fishermen also resumed their 
blockade of France's largest oil 
port, Fos-aur-Mer near Marseilles, 
and most Channel ports. 

The naval action against about so 
trawlers continued into the after- 
noon, and port officials said the 
armed forces had the upper hand. 
The navy was 'trying to drive the 
fishermen from Antifer to let the 
228,000-ton Greek supertanker, An- 
dros Georgioa, dock. 

The commercial port at Le Havre 
was still blockaded although six 
vessels, including three; ferries 
carrying 1.900 passengers, were 
able to run the blockade early 
yesterday morning. 


Part officials at Fos, where one- 
third of France’s annual oil con- 
sumption is delivered from 
overseas! said no action would be 
token against toe fishermen until 
the next tanker sought to leave, at 
about midnight last night. 

Last week the navy twice dispers- 
ed blockading fishermen from Fos 
with water cannon and tear-gas 
grenades. The port receives 85 
million tons of oil annually. 

• The government has said 
repeatedly that the navy would be 
used to keep open oil ports, con- 
sidered vital to the national 
economy which is almost totally 
.dependent on foreign oil. 

The fishermen had lifted their 
blockade at most ports during the 
weekend, saying it was a con- 
ciliatory gesture before the cabinet 
meets an Wednesday to discuss the 
dispute. But Transport Minister 
Joel Le Theule, whose brief edvers 
fishing, Issued a statement yester- 
day on concessions the government i 
might be willing to make, and 
neither of the fishermen's major 
demends was included.

ITEL AVIV. — The seven embassies 
planning to move from Jerusalem 
to Tel Aviv may find it difficult to 
acquire adequate office and 
residential quarters, due to the 
severe housing shortage in Tel 
Aviv.

— A police investiga- 
tion of alleged corruption in a ma- 
jor building firm la nearing Its end, 
after contractors working for the 
company reportedly signed a con- 
fession saying they bribed the com- 
pany’s manager and its operations 
manager with millions of shekels In 
return for contracts. 

The company’s manager and its 
operations manager Moshe Did! 
were remanded In custody for 15 
days by the Tel Aviv Magistrates 
Court yesterday. Judge Aharon 
Cohen forbade publication of the 
manager's name and the name of 
the company, but allowed Dldl's 
name to be released. 

Police fraud department 
representative Pakad Pnlna Ben- 
Yosef and Pakad Shlomo Rlbalaky 
presented the court with 
statements signed by contractors 
saying they built the manager two 
villas In Ziehron Ya’akov and 
Ashkelon’s Afridar quarter for 


nominal sums. Police claimed In 
court that documents have dis- 
appeared from the company files, 
and asked for the remand of the two 
suspects to prevent further Im- 
pediments to the Investigation. 

In his decision to remand the two 
suspects Judge Cohen said that 
police have prima facie evidence 
for convicting the two. 

The Jerusalem Poet has learned 
that the company’s board of direc- 
tors asked police to begin In- 
vestigationS against the manager 
last week, following an Internal 
controller’s report alleging 
irregular connections between the 
company and various contractors. 

The manager was arrested at the 
end of last week and remanded in 
custody for five days. Didl was 
arrested only on Monday following 
police questioning of contractors 
who reportedly signed & confession 
implicating both the manager and 
Didl.

HAIFA. — Jewish Agency allya 
department chairman Raphael 
Kotlowitz was confronted by enrag- 
ed new Immigrants yesterday when 
he tried to visit the Abba Khoushy 
centre, which was seized by Rus- 
sian olim three days ago. 

Kotlowitz, who refused to talk to 
Immigrants' representatives in the 
presence of Yosef Tekoah, chair- 
man of the Russian Immigrants 
Organization, was verbally abused 
by some of the immigrants, who 
were angered by his Insistent 
declarations that "housing and jobs 
are none of my business. I cannot 
do anything about it." 

Kotlowitz claimed that Tekoah. 
who is president of Beersheba 
University, is neither a legitimate 
representative of the Russian Im- 
migrants nor a resident of the Cen- 
tre and thus had no right to speak 
on their behalf. 

Kotlowitz yesterday set up an in- 
ternal Jewish Agency investigation 
committee to look into the cir- 
cumstances surrounding the 
suicide last week of 37-year-old 
Russian immigrant Arkady Zitzer- 
man, which sparked the unrest at 
the Haifa absorption centre. 

Absorption Minister David Levy 
had declined to join forces with the 
Agency to set up a joint ministry- 
agency committee, arguing that the 
matter of immigrants' complaints 
in Haifa was being dealt with and 
that absorption authorities were not 
to blame for the suicide. 

Kotlowitz appointed three Agen- 
cy officials to the Investigatory 
body: David Arlav, the agency’s 
ombudsman; Shlomo Bookspan, a 
supervisor of absorption centres; 
and Moshe Gluzman, deputy direc- 


tor of the Russian aliya division of 
the aliya department. 

The head of that division. Lea 
Siovln. yesterday attacked Minister 
Levy for “incitement against Rus- 
sian olim." Slovin charged that 
Levy "didn't know what he was 
doing" when he stated on Israel TV 
Monday night that "many Israelis 
live under worse condltidiis" than 
olim in absorption centres. 


Jewish Agency executive chair- 
man Arye Dulzln decided yesterday 
to caned Ms scheduled trip to South 
Africa In order to devote more time 
to finding a solution to the unrest in 
the absorption centres. 

He also sent a message to 
Premier Mnahem Begin, calling for 
an urgent meeting of the joint 
Agency-government coordinating 
body to discuss the problem. 

Kotlowitz invited tbe leaders of 
the striking immigrants to come to 
Jerusalem and meet with him 
following his failure to gain access 
to the Haifa centre. 

During the confrontation In 
Haifa. Kotlowitz admitted having 
ordered all telephones in the three 
Haifa absorption centres dis- 
connected. “because we are not 
supposed to pay tor their calls when 
they are on strike, are we?” 
Tekoah replied that this remind- 
ed the Russian olim of the 
totalitarian society they thought 
they'd left behind. Kotiowttx said: 
“Maybe It does. Too bad." 

Tekoah, who Herut Knesset 
member Yosef Rom had charged 
with "inciting the Russians against 
the government and Jewish Agency 
solely for his own political pur- 
poses." strongly denied having any 
such intentions.

The alternative to an immediate 
package deal that will brake Infla- 
tion is a long, slow process that will 
have to Include widespread un- 
employment, Bank of Israel Gover- 
nor Arnon Gaf ny said yesterday. 

Gafny, who was speaking to the 
annual meeting of tbe International 
Institute for Public Finance, ad? 
mitted that the ‘•classic” economic 
policy of the government since the 
end of 1979 had brought down real 
wages in Israel, since employees 
had only been given partial com- 
pensation for. price, increases- 
The central bank head said that 
. Jn the middle-of-this year certain 
positive effects of the government’s 
policy had begun to appear. Private 
consumption had fallen off in the 
wake of a drop in wages. Imports 
had gone down. Exports had risen 
significantly. 

These developments point to 
success In achieving the immediate 
goal of preventing a crisis in the 
balance of payments. But there has 
been less success in beating infla- 
tion, which is now running at 
between 120 to 130 per cent annual- 
ly- 

Gafny. the initiator of the present 
attempt to reach a package deal, 
said after Ms talk that he believes 
the deal would benefit all sides. He 
is convinced that if the parties con- 
cerned sit down to talk, they will 


arrive at an overall deal that will 
satisfy everyone. 

The government should have no 
fear of printing money as a stage In 
implementing a package deal, Gaf- 
ny said. He pointed out that there 
have been periods when up to 
IS 700m. a month have been pumped 
into the economy. 


As far as is known. Gafny thinks 
inflation can be brought down from 
the present 7 per cent a month rate 
to 4 per cent a month, if Ids plan 
goes through. It would freeze prices 
for two months, with a four-month 
period following in which they 
would gradually climb again. 

But In the Treasury, Prof. Ezra 
fladan -thinks- the-'Scheme woidt 
only check inflation by about 1 to 1.8 
per cent a month. 

Last night, Gafny, Sad ah and 
Treasury budget department head 
Yisrael Arkin met in a first working 
session on the package.

The future of Jerusalem is a 
matter between Israel and the Arab 
States, rather than for the Christian 
church, the Archbishop of York, the 
Rt. Rev. Dr. Stuart Blanch, told 
The Jerusalem Poet yesterday. 

Dr. Blanch is on his first 'official 
visit to Israel since assuming the 
second highest position in the 
Anglican hierarchy. He said that 
unlik e such groups as the Roman 
Catholics, his church has no wish to 
become involved In discussions on 
the future of the city. 

As to the Vatican call for inter- 
nationalization, he said he did not 
know what it meant, any more then 
he would know what inter- 
nationalisation of London or Faria 
would mean. 

But he added that he was sur- 
prised at the Jerusalem Law, which 
seemed to provide a weapon to 
those opposed to Israel. The strong 1 
reaction to the law by the World 
Council of Churches, he said, 
reflected less a pollcytoward Israel 
than a general tendency by the 
body to react to world events. He 
felt that the WCC was not antl- 
Jewish, but could not help but 
reflect the large representation 
‘from Middle East churches. 

Meanwhile, he said, the English 
people as a whole are becoming 


more aware of growing Moslem 
fanaticism, as characterized by 
events in Iran, where the son of the 
Anglican bishop was killed, his 
secretary wounded and im- 
prisoned, and two other churchmen 
held on vague charges. 

One of the aspects of Israeli life 
Dr. Blanch could not help but notice 
was the tension between religious 
and secular Jews. He said, 
however, that “it must be difficult 
for a Jew not to' share in the 
spiritual treasures of his race.” The 
archbishop said he Is on good terms 
with the Chief Rabbi of Britain, 
“perhaps better than the Chief Rab- 
bi's relations with Israeli rabbis.” 

He is In Israel, he said, partly 
because of the growing ties between 
Jews and Christians in England. 
Dr. Blanch is the president of the 
Anglican Land of Israel Trust, a 
body created as a missionary ef- 
fort 130 years ago. 

Now, he said, the Trust is devoted 
to creating greater understanding 
between Christians and Jews. 

As part 6t his visit, the 
archbishop yesterday met with 
President Yitzhak Navon, Knesset 
Speaker Yitzhak Berman, and 
Jerusalem Mayor Teddy Kollek. He 
was accompanied by Bishop Falk 
Haddad, the Anglican Bishop of 
Jerusalem, whose diocese includes 
Israel and neighbouring countries. .

Poles, Bulgarians and 
Rumanians are attending a 
biochemistry congress in 
Jerusalem this week, but con- 
tingents from Russia, East Ger- 
many and Czechoslovakia cancell- 
ed out at the last moment.

The keynote address at toe first 
plenary session was delivered by 
Baltimore, who explained - his re- 
cent discoveries about the 
mechanism by which viruses in- 
duce cancer in mice. ' 

In an interview yesterday, 
Baltimore cautioned against sen- 
sational "cancer-cure"" headlines. 
“We haven't discovered ‘the secret 
of cancer.' There Is no one ‘secret of 
cancer.’ There are many varieties 
of cancer and each one is probably 
induced and develops in a different 
way,” he said. 

He preferred to downplay toe im- 


portance of his recent discoveries 
about the connection between tbe 
Abe Ison murine leukaemia virus 
(A-MuLV) and leukaemia in mice. 
But Dud&’i earlier called 
Baltimore's work “a very promis- 
ing breakthrough." 

The very young-looking 
molecular biologist explained that 
he and his assistants have recently 
identified at least part of the 
mechanism by which normal cells 
are transformed into cancerous 
cells by the Abelson virus, whose 
cancer-inducing role was identified 
at the start of the 1970s. 


• Baltimore believes that by study- 
ing the manner in which the 
Abelson virus induces cancer, the 
mechanism by which radiation and 
certain chemicals cause cancer 
may also be adduced. 

Baltimore is very careful about 
limiting the Importance of his dis- 
covery. 'There is no reason to 
suggest that the Abelson virus can 
induce. leukaemia in humans. ".But 
he adds: “We may have hit on a 
fundamental process with parallels 
elsewhere. 

“My discoveries may lead only to 
further knowledge. Knowledge does 
not' guarantee cure. But there can 
be no cure without knowledge." -

An album of 200 photographs 
showing Jews on their arrival at the 
Auschwitz concentration camp in 
the summer of 1944 was given to 
Yad Vashem at a ceremony yester- 
day. 

The donor was t.ih Meier, who 
acquired the rare pictorial 
document on her liberation from 
the Dora-Nordh&usen concentra- 
tion camp In northern Germany In 
1949. The photographers were 
almost certainly two SS men, Ber- 
nard Walter and Ernst Hoffman, of 
the identification- service at 
Auschwitz. 

Veteran Nazl-hunter Serge 
Klarsfeld told the large audience at 
the ceremony at the Holocaust in- 
stitute how he traced Meier, 54, who 
is married and lives in Miami, 
Florida. 

In his contacts with the Jewish 
State Museum In Prague, Klarsfeld 
learned about the pictures, some of 
which appeared in 1949 In a book 
called The Tragedy of Slovak 
Jewry. Many of the pictures were 
reproduced In later publications, 
but the original album disappeared. 

The Be ate Klarsfeld Foundation 
In Paris sent a young investigator, 
Emanuel Lulin, to Czechoslovakia 
to see if he could trace the album. 
His research led to Meier. 

In the summer of 1944 LIU Jacobs, 
then 17, together with her parents, 
grandparents, five younger 
broth* ca- and many uncles, -sputa 


and cousins, were transported to 
Auschwitz from their town of Bilke 
in Carpatho-Russla. Only she sur- 
vived. 

She was deathly ill with typhus at 
Dora-Nordhausen, where she had 
been transferred, when the 
Americans liberated the camp on 
May 2. 1949. She was taken by 
friends to a German hospital 
barracks. 

"When I woke up the next mor- 
ning, I was freezing:,” she recalled. 
“I saw a nightstand and reached for 
a pyjama jacket on It. The album 
was underneath. When my friends 
came bock, we looked in it and we 
found a picture of the rabbi who had 
officiated at my parents' wedding. 
Then I found a picture of two of my 
little brothers on their arrival at 
Auschwitz." 

Later she was able to identify 
many members of her family In the 
album, even finding a picture of 
herself as she stood shaven-headed 
in a line with other prisoners. 

In 1B4B she married a childhood 
friend. Max Zelmanovic. To help 
finance their emigration to the 
17,8., she sold the pubUcstlon rights 
of most of the pictures to the 
museum in Prague. But she never 
parted with the album itself. 

After Zelmanovic died In 1977, 

'a be married Eric Meier, who had 
served in the French Foreign 
Legion and parachuted three times 
Into occupied France on behalf of 
the Free French secret service. 

The Miami woman testified at the- 
felal' hi Frankfurt,- 


where the album became part of 
the official testimony. SS-man 
Walter was a trial witness, but his 
deputy, Hoffman, has not been 
found. Hoffman was acquitted in a 
1946 trial In Crakow. where it was 
determined that his approach to his 
work had been humane. 

After receiving the Yad Vashem 
medal. Meier kissed "her" album. 

"I know you ere giving away & 
part of your life, but you know that 
the album belongs to the Jewish 
people." the Institute's director. 
Yitzhak Arad, told her. 

Several dozen former residents of 
her home town of Bilke, many of 
them Holocaust survivors, were in 
the audience. 

The Be ate Klarsfeld Foundation 
has printed 1,000 copies of the 
album, with an introduction by 
Klarsfeld. The book, which Is not In- 
tended for commercial sale, goes to 
libraries and Holocaust research 
institutes.

The Infant mortality rate among 

non- Jewish Israelis went down by 
10 per cent between 1977 and 1978, 
but still remains nearly twice as 
high as that in the Jewish popula- 
tion. 

A new Central Bureau of 
Statistics booklet called Causer of 
Death 1978 reveals that the Infant 
mortality rate for Jews was 14.2 per 
1,000, as compared with 31 per 1,000 
for Arabs. The latter figure 
represented a drop of more than 10 
per cent over the previous year. 

Life expectancy for Jewish males 
was 71.9 years, and 79.6 years tor 
females. Among non-Jews, life ex- 
pectancy was 69.1 for men and 72 
for women. 

The 107-page booklet also shows 
that 30 men and 14 women were 
murdered that year, and 113 men 
and 83 women committed suicide. 
Another SI men and 20 women died 
of Injuries inflicted by others or by 
their own hand, possibly by acci- 


dent. 

One boy and one girl aged 
between 10 and 14 died by their awn 
hand In 1978. 

The booklet shows that most of 
the suicides (83 out of 113 male 
Jewa and 43 out of 83 female Jews) 
were of people of European or 
American origin. In 1978 eight Arab 
men and four Arab women com- 
mitted suicide. 

In 1978, all told 12,098 men and 
10,383 women of all ages died from 
all causes In Israel. 

About 30 per cent of Jewish 
deaths In 197S were caused by heart 
disease and about 20 per cent by 
cancer. Accidents of various types 
accounted for 9 per cent of Jewish 

deaths. 

Among non-Jews, 15 per cent of 
deaths were from heart disease and 
about 10 per cent from cancer. 
About five per cent were caused by 
pneumonia and seven per cent by 
accidents. 

Five Israelis died of syphilis in 
1978. 


'Israel mafia’ in L.A. blamed 
for 5 murders, drug trade 


SACRAMENTO. Calif. — An 
"Israeli mafia" has emerged In 
Southern California and Its 
members have been linked to 
murder, fraud, arson, and drug 
traffic, California Attorney General 
George Deukmejlan said In a report 
on organized crime issued on Mon- 
day. 

Deukmejlan said the "Israeli 
mafia" is a “loosely structured" 
gang of Immigrants that appears to 
own about 60 businesses in Los 
Angeles County. 

Some members also have 
operated overseas, and some have 
served prison sentences In Isrrel. 
the report eaid. Several membera 
have been arrested in the 
Bahamas, Puerto Rico and Mexico 
City for smuggling cocaine. 

Five Los Angeles-area homicides 
have been linked to the gang, the 
report said. 

Since May 1875, the gang Is 
suspected of filing 42 fraudulent 
commercial theft and burglary 
reports representing 92m. worth of 
losses for the purpose of collecting 
Insurance, the repor t s&kL Reported 
stolen were cameras, film, elec- 
tronic equipment and. appliances. 

"Because of the growing number 


of gang members, the Increase in 
violence associated with this 
organization and the sophisticated 
nature of their crimes, the gang la 
expected to continue to pose a 
significant threat for Southern 
California law enforcement 
authorities during the coming 
year." the report said. <AP, LTPIl 

Fatah suspects 
under arrest

Security authorities have detain- 
ed membera of a Fatah cell who 
allegedly were responsible for 
bombs that killed three people and 
injured 82, the IDF spokesman an- 
nounced yesterday. The person who 
actually placed the bombs has also 
been detained, the spokesman said. 

The cell, based In the Nablus area 
between 1978 and 1979, is said to be 
responsible for attacks In the 
Carmel Market In Tel Aviv on 
August 3, 1978, when a bomb killed 
one man and Injured 80, and on 
April 10, 1979, when another bomb 
killed two and injured 32. 


HOLIDAY REDUCTIONS 
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Kabul reports ‘heavy’ 
; fighting on two fronts 


NEW DELHI. -- Heavy fighting: is 
taking place in the southern 
provinces of Afghanistan, par- 
ticularly along the border with 
Iron, and in the north near the 
Soviet border, Radio Kabul said 
yesterday. 

The radio said a number of 
terrorists in the Shahre Safa area of 
Zabul province "attacked two 
caravans of trucks and clashed 
with the armed forces of the 46th 
battalion." 


Shahra Safa is located on the 
border between the southern 
provinces of Zabul and Kandahar, 
about 300 km southwest of Kabul. 

Afghan rebels for the past several 
weeks have been reporting battles 
between guerrillas and government 
troops reinforced by Soviet forces 
In the southern provinces including 
Kandahar, but. Radio Kabul had 
made no previous mention of them. 

The radio said that in the fighting - 
at Shahre Safa "the terrorists killed 
children and old people, and 10 
terrorists were killed." 


The radio also reported fighting 
between the guerrillas and the 
government troops at two places in 
the northern provinces bordering 
the Soviet Union. 

It said, "The terrorists had cut 
the road between Charbolak and 
Mazar Sharikk.” a bypass of the 


• highway lo the Soviet l/niou from 
Kabul through Salang pass. 

The 16-km. long Charbolak; 
Mazar Shari ff bypass Is located In- 
thc northern province of Balkh 
bordering the Soviet Union, and Is 
about 160 km. northwest of Kabul. 

The radio said. "Six terrorists j 
were captured,” but the "rest 
succeeded In evading the security 
forces." But it claimed that 
"another group of terrorists who 
had attacked the security forces in 
Kunduz province, also on the Soviet 
border, was wiped out,” without 
mentioning how many insurgents 
were involved in the attack. 

(n London, informed Western 
sources said the Soviet Union has 
suffered about 10,000 casualties 
since Its Invasion of Afghanistan 
last December, and the wounded 
are being evacuated to Eastern 
Europe rather than to the Soviet 
Union. 

They were unable to give any 
detailed breakdown of the Soviet 
casualties, but said Afghan 
resistance fighters, though badly in 
need of arms, had withstood the 
might of the Soviet forces in a 
sustained test. 

The sources estimated that Soviet 
military forces in Afghanistan total 
between 30,000 and 100,000 men 
despite the limited withdrawal an- 
nounced In June. (UPI, Reuter)

Zawadynski said most of these 
fields had peaked or would soon do 
so, meaning smaller fields have to 
be developed which would require 
huge investment in infrastructure, 
communications, pipelines - and 
production gear. 

Zawadynski, a Swiss of Polish 
origin, said he believed Moscow 
could hardly afford to let its export 
allocation to the non-communist 
world decline. Oil exports account 
for 40 per cent of Soviet foreign ex- 
change earnings. 

In London, Lloyd's Shipping 
Economist this week reported it has 
used • a computer programme to 
track tanker movements from 
Soviet ports to the West, finding 
sailings increased 11 per cent 
between 1978 and 1979 from 65 to 72 
million deadweight tons.

“peer volunteers” and to devote 
from one to eight hours a week 
■ tutoring Tikvah youngsters. And up 
to 23 per cent of the Tikvah children 
participate In the regular camp ac- 
tivities — Hebrew Claeses, swim- 
ming, arts and crafts, and others. 

By far the moat innovative 
Tikvah project involves the par- 
ticipation of some Tikvah 
graduates in a work-trainee 
programme.. Six of the 47 older 
Tikvah members are considered to 
be camp staffers. These six (three 
boys, three girls) are all over 18 . 
have attended Ram ah before and 
live alone In the staffs quarters, 
with some supervision. 

While some youngsters graduate 
to the work-trainee programme, 
the more limited work-study 
programme, or even the ordinary 
camp programme, others remain 
in the. regular Tikvah groups until 
late adolescence. 

Only two of the six U.S. Ram ah 
camps have Tlkvah Programmes — 
Palmer, Massachusetts and 
Conover, Wisconsin. 

Since the Tikvah Programme Is 
quite expensive — $800 more than 
the regular camp fee of $3,490 for 
eight weeks (about 139,600 at the 
current exchange rate) — and 
numerically limited, there Is ten- 
sion between the desire to provide a 
summer Jewish experience for all 
handicapped children and reality 
which limits it to those who can 
pay. Help for financially pressed 
parents comes from a synagogue's 
Ram ah Scholarship Fund or from 
private donations.

PROJECT RENEWAL never loses 
sight of the main object, which is to 
restore the adopted neighbourhoods 


to equality with other quarters and 
townships. 

The Weisgal centre in Rehovot 
supplying cultural and sports 
facilities, abuts on a neglected 
neighbourhood called Klryat Moshe 
and is an eyesore there, because it 
does not belong to them. Or at least 
that was the case. Game Project 
Renewal and purchased IS 20.000 of 
subscriptions, which it sold to 
Kiryat Moshe residents at a reduc- 
ed price. 

The Hatikva Quarter according 
to Ellezer Shavit, head of the 
Israel Education Fund, did not 
possess a bookshop, other than 
newsstands selling paperbacks. 
The Sifri Company were offered 
premises rent-free if they would 
open a shop in the quarter, selling 
books at reduced prices.- According 
to Shavit, Sifri has been reporting 
higher sales in the quarter than in 
its main Tel Aviv bookstore. 

The Amlahav quarter in Petah 


Tikva thought it might help to 
diminish delinquency, if they had a 
police-station. Their twin communi- 
ty, Chicago, came out strongly on 
their side. 

"It wasn't a matter of money,” 
an official told us. "Here was ts case 
where the Jews of Chicago and the 
Jews of Amlshav applied pressure 
on the authorities to put at least a 
one-man police post in this 
neglected spot.” The station was 
formally Inaugurated In July — ad- 
mittedly open only during daytime 
hours, owing to shortage of staff in 
ihe service, “but still. Amishav had 
wanted something they never 
thought of asking far. Now they've 
got it.” the official says. . 

Hanna Shapira tells about her 
own town, Tel Mond. Its population 
is 3,200 and it was supposed to be an 
urban centre for the six moshavim 
around — Mlshmerctp Eln Sarld. 
Herat, Eln Vered, Kfor T&veiz and 
Foriya. But Tel Mond did nothing 
until Project Renewal started a 
fever of activity. Now there are 
clubs for old and young, supervision 
for children needing medical or 
other attention, a family counsell- 
ing service, a monthly Journal. 

"It sounds old-hat." she says, 
“but the difference is that people 
are working together. The local 
population 19 cooperating with the 
professionals and. more startling 
still, the professionals are 
cooperating with each other.” 


Moreover, the six moshavim 
show an interest in developments at 
Tel Mond. For the first time they 
are taking the place seriously. 

THE IMPACT of Project 
Renewal as a whole Is still small, 
because money spread over so 
many locations does not go far. 
Says' Elad Peled, deputy mayor of 
Jerusalem: "Re-building the 
sewage system in one quarter alone 
cost IL33m., which does not leave 
much for other projects In that 
same quarter." 

The biggest danger is the aleight- 
of-iiand practised by government 
departments ihat are short of 
funds, owing to Finance Minister 
Ylgael Hurvltz's budget-paring ex- 
ercises. 

They have to make a little money 
go a long way. so save where they 
can. If the Project adds to the 
budget of a locality, these 
departments are liable to subtract 
from their contribution, tbus leav- 
ing the local population with no 
more money than they had before. 

All Lhcae things can be seen as the 
birth pangs of a challenging new 
venture that has much to offer. The 
point is that Project Renewal Is 
rousing a latent force and guiding It 
in constructive directions. The 
results will be cumulative — if the 
effort is kept up. And the benefits 
can be Important for Israel's 
future.

Income tax evasion becoming ‘acceptable,’ expert says 

“Black market’ fuels inflation

TEL AVTV. — It la highly doubtful If inflation in Israel 
— now r unning about ISO per cent a year — can be 
drastically reduced by monetary and decal means a a 
long as a huge part of the economy la ’ ’subterranean, ’ ’ 
i.e.. functions tn all or in part outside legitimate 
frameworks. 

"And there are signs that this, segment of the 
economy la growing faster than the legitimate one," 
according to Dan Bawiy, a certified public account, 
who recently completed a study of “subterranean 
economies’* (better known as "black capital" or in- 
come tax dodging) in several Western countries. 

Bawiy ref uses to be pinned down on the exact size of 
the underground economy In Israel, but he believes it 
may be as high as one-third of the total 
“nongovernmental" activity here. 

"But by its very nature no statistics are possible, 
only guess work. Those fostering this covert economy 
don’t care to furnish any data; If they were to do so, 
they would find themselves in a very unpleasant situa- 
tion vls-a-vis the authorities." 

The primary reason for the emergence of this 
"black" economy, he believes, "Is the distrust of the 
taxpayer in the efficiency of Ms elected government. 
If it is any consolation, this Is not peculiar to Israel, 
but it is a widespread phenomenon, fh moat' 
democratic countries in the West, with perhaps Italy 
setting the record." 

This taxpayer’s lack of faith sterna from the concept 
held by all too many that the government is a "leaky 
bucket" when it comes to handle the funds entrusted 
toll.’ 

Taxes are poured Into tills "bucket" by persons who 
think that these sums will benefit the country as a 
whole. 

"But when these funds begin leaking away, when 
they - are not always used for beneficial purposes, 
when they are simply wasted, the taxpayer rears back 
and oaks himself: why am I pouring in good money 
after bad. If the money la going to be wasted, at least 
let me waste In my own interests.” 

Thus, many bmrfaessmea begin te devote much 
more of their time and energy te t ex evasion then te 
tn cron sing the means of production which can benefit 
everyone. And even seme wage-earners begin 
moonlighting In their spare time. 

All this tax evasion has the tacit support of an in- 
creasingly large segment of the population. 

“In Israel, as in many countries abroad which until 
recently were regarded as law-abiding, income tax 
evasion has become part of the accepted mores, even 
among some of the political elite. There are con- 
siderable circles which no longer disapprove of the 
convicted tax criminal. 

“Quite the contrary — sympathy la often shown for 
those “unfortunate” evaders who are caught by' the 
authorities; gone is the era in which respect or ad- 
miration was the reward of the honest persons who 
paid their taxes down to the last penny/* 

The situation has deteriorated so far that a "passive 
resistance movement" to the gove r n me nt a an be said . 
to exist with tax dodgers formlng tiie nucleus. 

Thus, distrust of the government Is the primary 
cause of a subterranean economy whlohhelps feed the 
Inflationary spiral which exists outside the control of 
the governmental fiaoal or monetary means. 

“The surprising thing Is that so many persons who 
are sympathetic to tax evaders are willing to remain 
‘suckers’ and don't dare follow suit. 

"They are "suckers" In another way: if 'Dishonest 
X' dodges his taxes, the government has no alter- 
native than to Increase that shorn which ’Honest Y 1 
has to pay In order to cover, in part at least, the deficit 
caused by ‘Dishonest XV evasion." 

"And ’Y’ Is forced Into the higher Income tax

tinues to go deeper into debt, both locally and abroad. 


And this debt is highly dangerous, since It Is seU- 
esc slating. 

How effective have the "income tax oo mmeitdo c”- 
been? 

“Not very effective. 1 don't see that their actions 
have convinced tax evaders to come rushing to pay . 
honest taxes. They are still not convinced they will be . 
caught; they are still not yet convinced that crime 
doesn’t pay. 

“But as 1 have pointed out, most persons don't 
believe that ducking the Income tax collector Is a 
crime. It is a modern form of ‘passive resistance’ 
reflecting a deep lack of trust In the government." 

Bawiy bases his contention on the failure of the "in- . 
come tax commandos,” past, present and future, oa 
one simple fact. “In the communist countries, where 
the weapon of fear has been developed to a huge 
degree, the subterranea n economy la just ha large aim 
the West, and possibly even larger. And over then*, ' 
they don’t bargain with culprits as tn the West; they 
just shoot them. You can't change a posalve 
resistance movement through fear." 

Thus, one solution to fighting inflation la to 
eliminate the subterranean economy in Israel so that 
nearly all the economy la under some sort of supervi- 
sion by the authorities; this can only be done by 
restoring faith in the government. 

"And I don't believe that the present government 
can restore faith In Its activities unless It can put Its 
own house in order and balance its budget first. And it 
can do this only by ruthlessly weeding out hidden un- 
employment. and introducing more efficie nt me thods 
of work,” he says. 

"And moat Important, the number of civil servants 
must be sharply reduced, and their salaries 
significantly increased to attract the best type of 
employee. . 

"But this enthusiastic body of ci vil servants c an b<f 
effective only If public faltfi hT restored In the' 
government."

Bloodless triumph 


POLAND'S AGONY is far from over. But in wresting from their 
government a pledge of freer trade unions, with a secret ballot 
and no limit on the number of candidates for office, the Baltic 
strikers, Poland’s elite working group, have already scored a 
small bloodless triumph. 

The price of meat was the original cause of their discon- 
tent. But it has been obvious for several weeks now that they 
would not settle for an economic compensation in the form of a 
boost in wages, or for a reshuffle, even at the top, in the 
hierarchy out there in Warsaw. 

What the workers at the Gdansk Lenin shipyards have been 
insisting on Is the right to be reprebehted by trades leaders of 
their own choice, -and not by hand-picked communist party 
hacks whose true function is to keep the workers In line. This 
right, it seems, they have now won. 

The measure of their success, for the moment, may be ap- 
preciated by recalling that Eastern Europe has never enjoyed 
an excess of free trade unionism, and none at all since the Soviet 
takeover 3S years ago. The very Idea of such unions is rank 
heresy in the Kremlin’s vocabulary. 

In Leninist terms, classes other than the proletariat may be 
allowed to go their “reactionary" ways for a while without 
threatening the foundations of the “socialist" state. The pattern 
was set by Lenin himself with the NEP in 1921. In Poland, 
Wladyslaw Gomulka, returning to power in 1956, let peasants 
have all their private farms again, and individual merchants 
their shops. 

This was done with the consent, albeit reluctant, of Moscow. 
But the working class, ' the spearhead of the revolution, is 
something else. Groups of workers may. as the Poles have done 
more than once since 1906, hold “wildcat" strikes. But the class 
as a whole can only be led by its own advance guard, which is 
the communist party, whatever its official name. 

Any compromise on this score poses a danger not only to com- 
munist monopoly of power within Poland, and to the Soviet 
Union's hold over the country, but in the long run to the entire 
Soviet bloc. 

It is therefore premature to assume that the concessions made 
by Edward Glerek through a newly appointed deputy premier, 
although they were probably cleared In advance with Moscow, 
will stand up for long. Unless, perhaps, they were made on the 
assumption that they could be strictly confined to the Baltic 
shipyards. 

Free trade unions will not, in any case, bring much immediate 
satisfaction to Poland's workers. They will not wipe out the 
enormous foreign debt amassed by incompetent economic 
managers that is now oppressing the country, nor will they in- 
duce the peasants to sell their produce anywhere but in the 
black market - — and they surely will not serve as a hedge 
against the weather, which has lately been execrable. 

Nor will free unions readily make up for the faults of 
absenteeism, alcoholism, and indifference to productivity 
shown by the Polish workers themselves. - 
Finally they will not change the basic geopolitical fact that 
Poland remains hopelessly hemmed in between Russia and 
Germany — and that its new borders depend on the goodwill 
of both these ancient-national enemies. Gdansk itself Is a former 
German town, and the last thing Poles want is a revision of the 
Oder-Nelsse frontier. 

Yet threading their course carefully, and on their own, as they 
do, Poland's Baltic workers may already pongratulate 
themselves on having struck a singular blow for freedom.

Election economy 


HAVING GONE out of its way, ever since the “liberalization" of 
November 1977, to “do well by the people," the Likud govern- 
ment has lately been trying to do even better. By a strange coin- 
cidence, there is an election coming up sometime next year. 

A Treasury memorandum circulating among the ministries 
proposes a new bill to exempt newly released army conscripts 
from the payment of income tax on monthly incomes of less 
than 153,400. These ex-soldiers, in their thousands, will of course 
be casting their ballots far the first time in the coming poll. 

Interestingly, this benevolent revenue-cutting idea, coming 
from a Treasury in the direst straits, has a deadline attached- to 
it: the end of 1981. 

While this suggested measure is still floating around, the 
economic cabinet has decided, reasonably enough, to raise 
rents on protected flats by 76 per cent, beginning in October. 
The original plan was to have the rents raised by a further 60 per 
cent in June 1981, and again by 70 per cent in January 1982. 

But then it apparently occurred to someone in authority that 
the schedule of raises was bunched a trifle too close to the likely 
date of the next election. So the dates were changed to April 1981 
and April 1982. 

Now there is another, somewhat unexpected change to 
report: Finance Minister Yigael Hurvitz, who until early this 
week had only criticism for the package deal Idea of Arnon Gal* 
ny, governor of the central bank, has suddenly warmed up to it. 
The economic considerations that dictated opposition to the plan 
six months ago remain intact: on the other hand, there Is now 
apparently a growing need to “do well by the people." 

. It is, needless to say, good to dampen the fires of inflation, and 
, a government that succeeded In doing so — even if It was itself 
responsible for first fanning them — would deserve public 
gratitude. But the idea now Is to freeze a situation in which 
employees, still awaiting compensation for recent price rises, 
will simply have to waive their pay raises. 

Arguably the workers' sacrifice will not be exclusive, because 
not only wages but also prices and taxes will be frozen. Except 
that after two, or perhaps four, months of such an overall 
freeze, *the march of inflation will be resumed — but at a 
presumably lower monthly level, of 4-0 per cent. But is the 
presumption warranted? 

According to widely held theory, an experiment of this sort on 
a three-digit inflation like Israel's will — without the tightest 
monetary policy — and especially fiscal controls — lead to an 
even greater price explosion than before within a year or two. 

But by then, of course, the election will be over. .

SINCE the turn of the century 
settlement and Immigration have 
been tenets of Israel’s Labour Par- 
ty, even at the cost of a lower stan- 
dard of living, considerable per- 
sonal sacrifices and suffering. 

Self -fulfillment was an Important 
element of this policy. Settlements 
were established not only out of 
security considerations. They were 
established at Kfar Etzlon in the 
middle of Arab hinterland, at Neve 
Ya'akov, at that time closer to 
Ramallah than Jerusalem. 
Settlements were founded, 
throughout the country wherever 
lane* was available and where 
security demanded them. 

Immigration was emphasized not 
only because it strengthened Israel 
militarily and possibly economical- 
ly, but also so that Israel would 
become a real centre of world 
Jewry. 

The external situation has chang- 
ed In many ways, and the ideology 
may have to conform. Today's 
Labour Party discussions must 
deal with what to retain of this 
Ideology In the light of external or 
internal pressures. 

The Labour Party is now divided 
on many of these Issues as Is the 
rest of the country. But one must 
honestly recognize that no political 
party today has clear solutions to 
Israel's political problems and Its 
relations with the Arabs. - We have 


(deal theoretical solutions: Indeed, 
most of the current proposals may 
be theoretically realistic but are 
bad for Israel and. therefore, are 
not feasible solutions. 

A case in point is autonomy, 
which may’ have had a chance of 
implementation Immediately after 
the Camp David agreement If It had 
been pursued forcefully and quick- 
ly. Today, however, the prospect of 
autonomy providing a solution is 
very remote. The so-called Jorda- 
nian option is also very remote. 
Moreover, it Is extremely 
dangerous, since, this, in essence, 
would lead to a FLO government in 
Amman, with forces on both (aides 
of the Jordan. And & there 1s unrest 
in Jordan or on the West Bank, It 1s 
likely that Syrian forces would In- 
vade. Jordan, and make war Immi- 
nent. 

It is folly to think that the 
Western International community 
would sanction an Israeli invasion 
of Jordan. Indeed, the pressure of 
the oil-producing countries on the 
oil-consuming countries will only 
increase In the near future. 

Hence, the only question that 
remains Is, which alternative Is 
worse? Such real alternatives 
should be positively stated and 
clearly analysed. The greatest 
danger is self-delusion. 


ABBA EBAN is an astute enough 
politician to know that a foreign 
minister must always be aware of 
this country's long-term goals. He 
may often sacrifice short-term 
gains for long-term goals, and 
sometimes, unwillingly or out of 
necessity, compromise some of the 
long-term objectives. 

He must often withstand Internal 
political pressures, even If they are 
expressed democratically. He must 
consider the long-term objectives of 


hla country, even if those entail 
short-term disapproval of some of 
the electorate. A good example was 
prime minister Neville 
Chamberlain of Britain. The British 
parliament approved his Munich 
policy — he certainly represented 
the will of. the majority — but In 
retrospect, one agrees with 
Churchill, “the warmonger,” who 
best represented Britain's real in- 
terests. . . 

A good foreign minister can cer- 
tainly present his policy to the elec- 
torate In such a way as to win its ap- 
proval, or at least Its compliance. A 
foreign minister, however, who 
uses platitudes (In which he may 
- even believe) is a danger to his 
country. 

Our central concern must be to 
define our national -long-range .' 
goals. Peace 1s not an ultimate 
goal. There are Pyrrhic victories as 
there is Pyrrhic peace. 

The existence of the Jewish peo- 
ple is such a goal. The minimum 
national aspirations of Israel and of 
the Jewish people as a whole are 
such goals and must be clearly 
defined. These aspirations may 
have different definitions according 
to. the respective Ideologies. 

A central,' unresolved problem Is 
to what extent the State of Israel 
represents the aspiration of Jewry, 
for the interests of the St&tp of . 
Israel and that of world Jewry do 
not always necessarily coincide. 

Let us be candid with ourselves. 
No political party, large or small, 
has at present a real resolution for 
the one million Arabs in Judea and 
Samaria. No political party has 
thought through our future 
relationships — real, not fancied — 
with the Arabs living In Israel. Any 
political party' that says, to quote - 
Eban, 1 'Arab rule of the Inhabitants 
of Nablus (called by Jewi 
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Shechem) is foreign while Israeli 
rule la natural, 1 ' la as obtuse as a 
political party that says the in- 
verse: that Arab, rule of Nablus Is 
natural and that Israeli rule is 
foreign.' 

Any political party that severs 
Itself from the nation's history and. 
heritage commits political suicide. 
'Often a political party, like a 
government, ia forced into a 
political compromise. However, it 
should be clearly understood .that 
external prwwUreh are decisive in 
this compromise. Any party ' that 
renounced Judea and Samaria of Its ■' 
own free wilf snddoea not slLShlv’a 
has no relationship to Jewish 
history and. to Zionism. A govern- - 
ment may have to compromise for 
the good of. Israel's future, tem- 
porarily or permanently. But woe 
to the- government, or the party, 
which attemirtsto'cdoudthtewithan 
Ideology.

I continue to be impressed 
at the relative civility of this society 
under constant pressure. 


THE SCATTER at official fcbrrtifr- 
tlon was implicit in Low'S 
criticisms, but not developed 
presumably because he wished to 
focus on the character of individual 
Israelis.

its embassy from the reborn Jewish 
State. 

"I do not consider lightly thje Im- 
mense pressure brought to bear on 
you by Islamic states, as well as the 
responsibility on your shoulders 
with regard to the Dutch economy. 
Yet, a much heavier responsibility 
is involved. 

“I know that you are a man for 
whom, the Scriptures have 
relevance. Let me quote from 
Zeohariab 12: ‘In that day . I will 
make Jerusalem a stone of burden 
for all peoples; all that burden 
themselves with it shall be sore 
wounded. And all the nations of the 
earth shall be gathered together 
against It... And it shall come to 
para in that day, that I will seek to 
destroy all the nations that come 
against Jerusalem.' 

“The removal of the Dutch em- 
bassy from Jerusalem would be a * 
crucial step toward an alignment of 
Holland with the forces that one day 


will carry out the old-new call to at- 
tack the Jewish. -people and 
Jerusalem. However, not the 
destruction of Israel, but the 
destruction of the attacking nations 
will be at stake. 

“I do hope that the Netherlands, 
also for its own sake, will remain a 
friend of the Jewish State, properly 
represented in Its capital."
